Near LaBelle Kills Four 


The most unusual automobile 
wreck ever to occur in this 
of the state took place S: 

nignt at Goodno, near LaBelle, on 
state road No. 25, when two cars, 
containing eight people cach, 
struck a cattle car in the A. C. L. 
mixed train, stopped at the Goodno 
croosing to discharge’ passengers 

Two people were killed outright, 
&nóther died on the way to the 
hospita! in Fort Myers, another 
died Tuesday, several others are 
still in a critical condition and only 
three escaped without serious in- 
jury. 

The dead: Allie Mae Thigpen, 
15, LaBelle; Dagmar Willis, 15, La- 
Robert Kirkland, 30, Clewis- 
ton, Miss Edith Dees, 15, LaBelle. 

The injure Mr. and Mrs. Roy 
Poff and two-year-old daughter, 
Reginia, of Belle Glade, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ralph. Hampton, of Belle 
Glade, and Miss Ethel Winn 
Willis, of LaBelle, J. C. Hinson, 
Leroy Pinchart and Woodrow Mc- 
Gowan, of Clewiston. The three 
small children of Mr. and Mr: 
Hampton were asleep on the back 
seat of their car and-received only 
minor bruise: 

‘The accident occurred, according 
to witnesses at the coroner's in- 
quest, at about 6:50 Saturday even- 
ing. Tht train, which makes the 
trip from Palmdale to Immokalee 
once each day, was headed north 
from Immokalee. Several pass- 
engers were to be discharged at 
Gocdno and the train stopped there 
at 6:45. The last passenger was 
just leaving the platform when the 
car driven by Hampton, a model 4 
Ford tudor crashed into the train 
at the crossing. Conductor W. J. 
Morrison stated that he had al- 
ready given the engineer the signal 
to proceed but quickly retracted it 
and rushed with the rest of the 
train crew and the passengers to

(FNS)—Karl William Kampfauel-
